Mr, Francis, continainy his address, yesterday 
sald that Her Majesty hid no jortsdiction what»:

‘and she bad no right to entertain any claim put 
forward by a foreigner {n her Court in Shanghal, 
Only the Chinese Emperor had power to deal 
with the matlera of foreigners residing within bis 

atrisdiction, The territorial sight ofthe Chinese 
mparcr was only Iimited by the treaties he had 
made with the vaslous Powers. In hie treatles 
with Great'Britaln—and they'were Incomplete—' 
they coold only be swollen and fortified by treatles 
made with ather Powers under the “favoured 
natlon” clause, Her Maley power in Ching 
was ‘only to deal with her own subjects 
on complaiats' made agsinst them’ by Chinese, 
A Norwegian might come voluntarily Into our 
courts to ask selle{ against our subjecis, and: by 
so dolng he submitted himself to’ the court's 
Joriadictton but only for the purposes of that 
particular sult. The sole jorisdiction which the 
court possesses fs that referred to In the Forelgn 
Jorisdiction Act, Thls, counsel sald, was not 
& cate where the conrt should ‘slay proceed- 
ings or be asked todo soon the ground that 
they were vexatious and unnecessary, ‘His 
learned filend’s objection should have taken 
another form, and the objection shonld have 
been thst they were taking proceedings on a 
matter already decided, or that they were taking 
proceedings to have the jadement of a forelgn 
courtenforced. There was no power {in this court 
to enforce tho judgment of the Shanghal Court, 
and they could mot go on with this case fn Its 
Present forms but they would have to come here 
and sue on the Jaggmaent of the court as thelr 
cause of action, js sido was willing to consent 
to a stay of proceeding If the defendanis would 
enter @ record that, if Jedgment were given 
against them, ‘they woold not dispute the, 
Shanghal’ court's jurlsdictlon regarding the 
counterclaim, Ji the point-were disputed 
and, placed before th- Privy Council plalne 
ifs would bo helpless. A. better and more 
effective remedy contd be had here thag {n the 
Shanghal court, whick bad refused to allow a 
final Judgment to te entered because {t could 
not be enforced, [a thlscourt thelr proceedings 
were not vexatlous and, besides, the two courts 
were not of equal competence. “Whatever 
theoretical judgment the Privy Council might 
give, [twas absolutely beyond the power of 
the Privy Counell to give executlon agatnat this 
vessel on a decree of the Shanghal court, His 
Lordship had it clearly before bim that, ifs 
wrong wero done,’ the remedy was fa 
this court, If thls court confirmed the 
Judgment of the Shanghaf court this action 
would have to be abandoned and a fresh one 
taken up, by which time tha vessel 
would probably nat be bere to arrest. The 
Patvy. Council might refuse to deal with the 
counterclaim, and if his Lordship decided 
agalnat the defendants {hey could then appeal to 
the Privy Council, with the perfect certainty that 
the case for both sides would be most fully gone 
Into., Considering the tlme it would take to get 
the appesl to the Privy Council, it would bea

Mr. Francis sald that ifthe case were referred 
backto Sbanghal {t would have to come here, and 
as the ship's awners were away, biscllents would 
be left without the least remedy, It was not in 
veason that: bis clients should be refused a 
remedy here because they bad made a mistake 
fn Shanghal, There was no lojasiice In going 
on with these proceedings, and counsel quoted 
authorities {n support of his contention. It was 
Impossible that the jadgment of the. Privy 
Counell could be enforced in Shanghal, and bls 
clients would have to chace the delendants 
round the world withthe judgment before they 
could give effset to ft, If judgment were 
given In thls conrt they got an immediate 
and direct remedy, The other alde. were 
masters of the situatfon and cauld stir{o the 
matter as they chase, and counsel held that there 
was prima facie proof of vexation. If the 
case were not allowed to proceed his 
clients were absolutely at the mercy of the 
other side, If the moifon to stay were 
granted bls clirn!, through ‘absence of 
whvesses, had 2 good prospect of getting no 
remedy at all, and thls had been made the 
ground for similar orders.

The platotifls ought not lightly to. be divested of 
the advantage they had galned inthis case. The 
defendants alleged that the decision was a wrong: 
one and that they were entitled to bave {t certl+ 
fied that (he Peéiswastoblame, His Lordship. 
was much Impressed by the point ralsed by Mr, 
Francls that his.cifents, inthe event of the 
Judiclal Committers comlog to any. decislon, 
would not bo able to wet any material benefit or 
advantage from the declaration made {In thelr 
favour, by the Shanghai court. If reasonable 
ground were shown, the court would. be very 
reluctant to do anything to deprive the plaintiffs 
of the substantlal remedy thay said they hed fo 
thiscourt, Thecoart must not exercise {ts powers 
in such a way as to cause lors or dolay to any 
litteant, Looking at the matter from the point 
of view of both parties, he thonght ‘it right and 
proper to allow the owners of the Prfis to bave 
the benefit of the decision which had so far 
been given Io thelr favour, and rot to put the 
dofendants to the expense of anew tial. His 
Lordshlp thought It best to order the sult 
to proceed, He would presesve the status 
guo as far as possible and th the mean- 
time give what effect he could to any. order the 
Privy Council might pronounce, He would give 
the defendants time to consult thelr constituents 
in Shanghal. He hed given anxloas considera. 
alfon to the case and thought the course he had 
taken would-glve least lafuzy to all parties, 

In ‘snswer to Mr, Robinson, his Lordship satd 
he would draw up a note of bis decision, and the 
final pronouncements wonld not be madenntil 
the defondants had an opportunity of deciding 
on thelr courso of action, ,
